N. Korea accused 
of aggression in 
Panmunjon meeting 


PANMUNJOM, 
Korea (UPI) - The 
United States today accused North Korea 
of a "calculated act of aggression” in 
shooting down an American spy plane 
and told the Communists they must “ac­ 
count for the consequences.” 
The first face-to-face meeting of U.S. 
and North Korean officials since the 
plane went down with 31 men aboard 
Tuesday pitted U.S. Air Force Maj.Gen. 
James B. Knapp against North Korean 
Maj. Gen. Ri Choon-Sung at this truce 
village between the two Koreas. 
It ended abruptly 42 minutes after it 
began. Knapp stalked out of the quonset 
hut meeting with Ri demanding to know: 
“ What was the belonging of the EC 121 
aircraft? . . . Why do you not tell us 
the belonging? . . . Tell us the belong­ 
ing.” 
Apparently under orders not to debate 
the incident, Knapp climbed into his car 
and headed south, his statement deliv­ 
ered. It said the U.S. Navy EC121 re­ 
connaissance plane was well outside 
North Korean territory, posed no threat 
to the Communists and was engaged in a 
"completely legitimate” operation. 
"It was not attacking you er prepar­ 
ing to attack you or supporting an attack 
on you,” Knapp’s statement said. "The 
shooting down of this United States plane 
was not an act of self-defense. It was a 
calculated act of aggression. 
"This act cannot be justified under 
international law. On the contrary, the 
centuries-old tradition of freedom of the 
seas and the newer principle regarding 
freedom of the airspace over interna­ 
tional waters clearly make your action 
illegal. 
“ International 
law and custom call 
you to account for the consequences of 
your violation of these principles.” 
Knapp referred to the North Koreans’ 
seizure of the U.S. spy ship Pueblo in 
January of 1968 as evidence of the Com­ 
munists “aggression.” He concluded his 
statement with: 
“ We of course expect that you will take 
appropriate measures to prevent similar 
incidents in the future. I have nothing 
more to say at this time.” 
As Knapp prepared to speak, his aides 
set up charts showing the location of the 
four-engine American aircract when 
two North Korean MIGs 
shot it down. 
Debris found in the Sea of Japan put the 
crash site about 90 miles off the Com­ 
munist nation’s shore. 
Knapp’s was the first official U.S. re­ 
ply to North Korea, which in a communi­ 
que announcing the downing of the plane 
on Tuesday had said the aircraft violat­ 
ed its air space. 
Simultaneously, 
the 
North 
Korean 
News Agency was broadcasting an edi­ 
torial from the nation’s Communist par­ 
ty newspaper accusing the United States 
of "provoking another war of aggression 
in Korea.” The Rodong Shinmoon edi­ 
torial said North Korean acted in “self 
defense” in attacking the American 
plane. 
An armada of search planes and ships 


combed the Sea of Japan for more debris 
and additional bodies of crewmen from 
the plane. Two bodies were recovered 
from the water Thursday — one an offi­ 
cer, the other an enlisted man. 
Library costs 


skyrocketing 


over success 


Costs of operating the new city lib­ 
rary have skyrocketed over expenses in 
the old building on South H Street, but 
library trustees predict there will be 
no request for a tax rate increase. 
Lompoc Library is financed by a 
15 cent city tax and a $2 per capita 
tab on the valley’s estimated 42,500 
population. 
The tax and the per capita rate will 
bring the library about $131,750. Addi­ 
tional income of nearly $7,000 will come 
from book fines, coin operated copy 
machine; and the library’s two pay tele­ 
phones. 
Preliminary estimates indicate the 
library will need about $1*51,000 to op­ 
erate at the present level of hours and 
salaries, according to Paul Thompson, 
librarian. 
“ We’ve simply been successful,” he 
said following a prelinary budget com­ 
mittee meeting last night. He referred to 
substantially higher 
circulation and 
greater volume of services. 
Operation costs have skyrocketed above 
estimates made last year as the city was 
preparing to build the new library, ac­ 
cording to Thompson, who had not yet 
assumed his post as librarian. 
Grounds maintenance will cost about 
$5,400 instead of the $600 that had pre­ 
viously been estimated; utilities, includ­ 
ing lights, water, gas sewer and refuse 
will cost about $8,650 compared with the 
$3,250 spent in the present fiscal year, 
according to Thompson. 
Despite the higher 
costs of doing 
business, Thompson said the trustees 
will come up with a balanced budget. 
“ We may have to 
tighten our belts, 
but a request for any more tax money 
is out of the question," he said. 
The trustees are negotiating with the 
county to acquire all or part of the 
building fund that is automatically sub 
tracted from the $2 per capita rate. The 
sum amounts to 10 cents for each of 
the alloted 42,500 population. Since the 
library is already built, there is no rea­ 
son for the county to be laying the funds 
aside in a building fund, Thompson said. 
He also noted that the library had 
saved some money on the library dir­ 
ector’s salary during the period bet­ 
ween the resignation of Marie Wald 
and his assumption of the post sev­ 
eral months later.

Farm workers 


FRESNO (UPI) — Sen. George Mur­ 
phy, R-Calif., says he plans to intro­ 
duce legislation giving farm workers 
the right to bargain collectively while 
still protecting farmers from “ harass­ 
ment they have experienced in recent 
years.” 
Speaking before members of the Fres­ 
no County Farm Bureau Tuesday night, 
the senator emphasized his legislation 
would not be of the type which would 
lump farm workers along with indus­ 
trial workers under provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act. 


Lumber prices 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — ben. John 
Sparkman, D-Ala., today proposed leg­ 
islation to combat skyrocketing lumber 
prices by increasing the yield of the 
national forests. 
The bill establishes a “ high timber 
yield fund" to pay for intensive man­ 
agement techniques needed to increase 
the production of the forests that con­ 
tain about two-thirds of the nation’s 
softwood resources. 
A spokesman for Sparkman’s Senate 
Housing Subcommittee said the measure 
will help the nation meet its housing 
goals, which are now threatened by both 
shortages of lumber and soaring prices. 


ROTC downgraded

The ruling body of Harvard Univer­ 
sity, following a faculty recommendation 
and demands by student militants, vot­ 
ed today to drastically downgrade the 
standing of Reserve Officers Training 
Corps ROTC on campus. 


The Harvard Corporation said ROTC 
would become an extracurricular ac­ 
tivity. It reserved judgement on a fur­ 
ther faculty recommendation on whether 
academic credit for ROTC courses and 
faculty standing for ROTC officers should 
be withdrawn. 


Rate increase 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The State 
Public Utilities Commission has offer­ 
ed General Telephone Co. a $16.6 mil- 
lic annual rate increase if it corrects 
deficiencies in its service. 
The company’s bid for a $41.9 mil­ 
lion increase was denied Thursday, in 
a plan submitted by commission mem­ 
ber Fred P. Morrisey and examiner 
Robert Barnett. 


Measles vaccine 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — A new vaccine 
against rubella German measles will be 
recommended for boys and girls, Sur­ 
geon General William E. Steward said 
today. 
“ Live rubella virus vaccine is re­ 
commended for boys and girls between 
the age of one year and puberty,” he 
said. “ No pregnant women should be 
given the vaccine. Immunization of ad­ 
olescent girls and adult women should 
not be undertaken routinely."

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Protected reconnaissance 
flights ordered by Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix 
on today ordered resumption of U.S. re­ 
connaissance flights off the North Korean 
coast and served notice that "they will 
be protected.” 
"When planes of the United States or 
ships of the United States in intelligence 
gathering, are in international waters or 
international air space, they are not fair 
game,” the President told a news con­ 
ference. “They will not be in the future.” 
He declared, "they will be protected. 
That is not a threat, but a statement of 
fact.” 
He said that further U.S. moves as a re­ 
sult of loss of an unarmed Navy recon­ 
naissance plane, 
with a crew of 31 
to North Korean MIGs "will depend on the 
circumstances,” including North Kore­ 
a’s reaction to the resumption of U.S. 
aerial reconnaissance. 
The propeller-driven EC-121 was shot 
down by North Korean Jets Monday Wash­ 
ington time. 
Nixon said both U.S. and Soviet radar 
sightings definitely established that the 
U.S. plane was "apprxoimately 90 miles’ ’ 
at sea at the time of the attack —far 
beyond the 12 mile limit claimed by 
North Korea. 
“ This attack was unprovoked, it was 
deliberate, it was without warning,” Nix­ 
on said in a grave voice that seemed 
husky with emotional tension. 
Nixon said the reconnaissance flights 
were immediately suspended after the 
EC 121 was lost but that he had ordered 
such missions resumed. He emphasized 
the new flights would be made with pro- 
tectin but declined to say what type of 
protection would be provided. 
He stressed that the decision to con­ 
tinue flights with protection was not 
necessarily the “final” U.S. step. "Our 
actions in this matter will be determined 
by what happens in the future," he said. 
Two bodies have been recovered from 
the Sea of Japan since the EC121 went 
dwon and no hope is held out for sur­ 
vival of any of the other 29. 
Although clearly concerned about the 
potential gravity of the confrontation with 
North Korea, Nixon was "somewhat op­ 
timistic” about the situation in Vietnam. 
“ A number of developments clearly 
beyond the Paris talks have convinced 
me that the chances for bringing this 
war to a peaceful conclusion have signi­ 
ficantly improved,” he said. 
While he pledged his administration 
"to bring men home just as soon as our 
security will allow,” he said troop with­ 
drawal would depend on progress in one 
or all of three basic areas: 
"The training of the South Vietna­ 
mese and their ability to handle their 
own defense; the level of fightinginSouth 
Vietnam and whether or not the offen­ 
sive action of the enemy recedes, and 
progress in the Paris peace talks.”

Czechs warned against protest 
over ouster of popular Dubcek 


PRAGUE (UPI) - Czechoslovakia’s 
big trade unions warned workers today 
not to demonstrate against the downfall 
of Alexander Dubcek who was ousted as 
Party Secretary because the Kremlin 
balked at his reforms. 
The unions have strongly backed Dub 
cek and former parliamentary presi­ 
dent Josef Smrkovsky, who also fell from 
power, but In a statement today over 
Prague Radio they told workers not to 
demonstrate or even to attend protest 
meetings. 
The unspoken fear was that protests 
and strikes could touch off more anti- 
Russian rioting in a nation that tast­ 
ed freedom briefly and then lost it. Such 
outbreaks could bring stern repressive 
European capitals 
sad over ouster

The capitals of Western Europe today 
received the news of Czechoslovak Com­ 
munist Party Secretary Alexander Dub 
cek’s ouster with sadness, but not sur­ 
prise. 
The Kremlin’s 
satellites said Dub 
cek’s resignation would benefit the cause 
of Communism. 
The only official government reac­ 
tion came from Copenhagen and Vienna. 
Danish Foreign Minister Poul Hartling 
said “ no one can have any doubts what­ 
soever that this happened against the will 
of the Czechoslovak people. 
"Dubcek had become a symbol of lib 
eralism and I think I speak on behalf 
of all Danes when I say the news of his 
resignation was received with sorrow 
here,” Hartling said. 
An Austrian government spokesman 
said Dubcek’s 
ouster “curbs whatever 
was left from certain efforts to secure 
more freedom” from Czechoslovakia. 
"We regret the newest development in 
Prague.” 
In West Germany and Italy, leading 
politicians joined their voices to the 
chorus of condemnation.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The prosecu­ 
tion in the trial of convicted murderer 
Sirhan B. Sirhan will tell the jury Monday 
it is up to them todecide what happens to 
political assassins in the United States. 
“ We have no precedent in this coun­ 
try for what the appropriate penalty 
should be for political assassins," chief 
prosecutor Lynn Compton told newsmen 
Thursday, minutes after the jury found 
Sirhan guilty of first degree murder in 
the death of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 


Compton said the prosecution would 
not ask directly for the death sentence, 
but would tell the jurors their con­ 
sciences must be their guides in de­ 
termining if Sirhan gets life imprison­ 
ment or death in San Quentin's gas 
chamber. 
“ The jury will have to decide the 
proper punishment for political assas­ 
sins," Compton said. "I have said on 
many occasions that I don’t think it 
is appropriate for me personally to 
express an opinion as to what the pen­ 
alty should be." 
The panel of seven men and five 
women reached a first degree murder 
verdict at 10:47 a.m. Thursday after 
nearly 17 hours of deliberations. 
The jurors interrupted their discuss­ 
ions only once, to return to the court­ 
room late Wednesday for a clarification 
of the judge’s instructions concerning 
second degree murder. 
The request triggered speculation that 
at least one juror had held out for the 
leaser charge. 
Sirhan took the verdict stoically, star­ 
ing straight ahead, but his attorneys 
said he was disappointed. 
Thursday afternoon, when the defense 
appeared before Superior Court Judge 
Herbert V. Walker to present three 
motions concerning the penalty phase 
of the trial, Sirhan seemed in good 


spirits, laughing and whispering to at­ 
torney Russell Parsons. 
He exclaimed, “ Beautiful, sir," when 
Chief Defense lawyer Grant B. Coop­ 
er said Sirhan wanted experts on the 
Arablsraeli conflict to corroborate the 
tales of terror he and his mother told 
on the witness stand after their lives 
in Old Jerusalem before them came to 
the United States.

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Mouse River rises; Mississippi

With parts of Minot, N.D., a 
ghost town, the winding Mouse 
River rose rapidly today. 
The Mississippi River turned 
its strength to testing dikes in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin with a 
near-record crest. Its rising 
waters caused new evacuations 
in iowa. 
The Red River of the North, 
which 
flows 
into 
Canada, 
flooded all along its course in 
Minnesota and North Dakota- 
eight miles wide in some places. 
The next few days were to be 
hard ones for residents of areas 
fighting 
flooding as 
melted 
winter snows gorged rivers, 
driving about 
23,700 persons 
from their homes. North Dakota 
had seen 1 §000 homeless, South 


Dakota 4,000, Minnesota 3,100 
and Wisconsin and Iowa 800 
each. 
Most of the Iowa and South 
Dakota 
flood 
refugees 
had 
returned to their homes, but the 
rising Mississippi 
caused new 
move-outs in northern Iowa. 
Downstream 
communities 
in 
Iowa and 
Illinois 
continued 
strengthening dikes in prepara­ 
tion for the big river’s crest. 
At Minot, 12,000 persons had 
left their homes—Minot’s popu­ 
lation is 34,000-and the Army 
Corps of Engineers said the 
Mouse River 
flooding 
could 
cause $35 million damage.

last week the river 
caused $3.5 million 
damage 
when it peaked at 17 feet. It 
was the city’s worst flood since

killed 20 guerrillas who attack­ 
ed a U.S. Armored column from 
thicket. The Reds in that area 
pose a threat to Saigon.

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The

heed Gov. Ronald 
Reagan's request to extend the 
deadline for taxpayers to get 
the property tax relief they 
voted for themselves in Novem­ 
ber. 
The governor said in a special 
message 
to the 
legislature 
Thursday the applications had 
been 
failing behind expecta­ 
tions. 
“ The taxpayers of this state 
are 
entitled 
to the refunds 
which were made available to 
them 
and which they them­ 
selves approved last Novem­ 
ber,” Reagan said. 


“ With your help, we can all 
assure 
that 
they are given 
every possible opportunity to 
claim those benefits, which are 
rightfully theirs and which they 
should take advantage of.” 
Shortly before Reagan’s spe­ 
cial message was made public, 
Assemblyman George Milias, 
R-Gilroy, introduced a bill to 
give the taxpayers until May 
30 to apply for their rebates. 
The original deadline was last 
Tuesday. 


Under a law passed by the 
1968 legislature and approved 
by the voters last November, 
homeowners are eligible for a 
special $70 property tax refund 
this year. 
In future years, they will be 
eligible 
for 
a yearly $750 


exemption on the assessed value 
of their homes. 
This 
exemption 
does 
not 
extend to veterans who now get 
a $1,000 exemption. 
Reagan’s major tax reform 
plan, which he has proposed for 
the 1969 legislature, includes 
provision 
for 
extending the 
homeowner exemption to $1,000 
and eliminating the veterans 
exemption entirely. 
The governor said “ many 
thousands” 
of 
persons 
had 
failed to file their applications 
for exemption in time to meet 
the April 15 deadline. 
He said Los Angeles County 
Assessor Philip Watson had 
advised him that the state’s 
most

received less than 1 million of 
the more than 1,600,000 forms 
mailed to taxpayers for the tax 
relief rebate.

exemption by a vote of 3,500,368 
to 3,058,978 in the November 
general election after the 1968 
legislature adopted it as an 
answer to Proposition 9, which 
would have limited property 
taxes to 1 per cent of a home’s 
value.

Stewardesses or stewards 
(sometimes called flight at­ 
tendants) are aboard almost 
all passenger planes oper­ 
ated by the commercial a ir­ 
lines. Their job is to make 
the passengers’ flight safe, 
comfortable and enjoyable. 


Like other flight personnel, 
stewardesses are responsi­ 
ble to the captain, and before 
each flight the stewardess 
attends the briefing of the 
1 light crew. She sees that 
the passenger cabin is in or­ 
der. that supplies and em er­ 
gency 
passenger gear are 
aboard, and that necessary 
food and beverages are in 
the galley. As the passen­ 
gers come a b o a r d , she 
greets them, checks 
their 
t i c k e t s , and assists them 
with their coats and small 
luggage. On some flights she 
may sell tickets. 
During the flight, the stew­ 
ardess makes certain that 
passenger seat belts are fas­ 
tened, and gives safety in­ 
structions w h e n required. 
She answers questions about 
the flight, distributes reading 
matter and 
pillows, 
helps 
care for small children and 
babies, and keeps the cabin 
neat. On some (lights she 
heats and serves meals that 
have been cooked previously 
and on others she may pre­ 
pare, sell and serve cock­ 
tails. 
After the flight, she com ­ 
pletes I light reports. 
Many thousands of stew­ 
ardesses, but a fewer num­ 
ber of stewards, are em ­ 
ployed by the scheduled a ir­ 
lines About 80 per cent work 
with the domestic airlines 
and the remainder for inter­ 
national 
lines. 
Nearly 
all 
stewards 
are 
carried 
on 
overseas flights. 
Airlines 
generally 
carry 
one to six flight attendants, 
but sometimes m o r e , de­ 
pending upon the size of the 
plane and what proportion 
of the flight is economy or 
first-class 
Most 
flight at­ 
tendants are 
stationed 
in 
major cities at the airlines’ 
main bases A few who serve 
on international flights are 
based in foreign countries 
Because stewardesses are 
in constant association with 
passengers, airlines p I a c e 
great stress on hiring young 


women who are attractive, 
poised, tactful and resource­ 
ful. 
As a 
rule, applicants 
must be 20 to 27 years old. 
5-2 to 5-9, with weight in pro­ 
portion to height (but not 
to exceed 140 pounds), and in 
excellent health. They also 
must have a pleasant speak­ 
ing voice and good vision. 


Applicants for stewardess’ 
jobs must have at least a 
high school education. Those 
with two years of college, 
nurses’ training or business 
experience in dealing with 
the 
public 
are 
preferred. 
Stewardesses who work for 
international airlines gener­ 
ally must be able to speak 
an appropriate foreign lan­ 
guage fluently. 


Most 
large airlines give 
r.ew ly h i r e d stewardesses 
about 
five weeks’ training 
in their own schools 
Girls 
may receive free transpor­ 
tation to the training centers 
and also may receive an al­ 
lowance while in attendance. 
Training includes classes in 
flight regulations and duties. 


A S T E W A R D E S S ’ L IF E is not always an easy one and training programs take into 
account some of the sticky problems that can develop. Trainees take the roles of 
drunks, women with children and a blind man with a seeing-eye “ dog" in this mock-up 
of an “ impossible” planeload of passengers. 


c o m p a n y operations and 
schedules, emergency 
pro­ 
cedures and first aid, and 
personal grooming. Addition­ 
al courses in passport and 
c u s t o m s regulations are 
given trainees for the inter­ 
national routes. Toward the 
end of their training, stu­ 
dents go on practice flights 
and 
perform 
their 
duties 
under 
actual 
flight 
condi­ 
tions. 
(A few airlines which do 
not operate their own schools 
may employ graduates who 
have 
paid 
for 
their 
own 
training. Girls interested in 
b e c o m i n g stewardesses 
should check with the airline 
of their choice before enter­ 
ing a private school to be 
sure they have the necessary 
qualifications and that the 
school’s training is accepta­ 
ble.) 


Immediately u p o n com­ 
pleting their training, stew­ 
ardesses report for work at 
one of their airline’s main 
bases. They serve on proba­ 
tion about six months, and 
an experienced stewardess 


usually works with them on 
their first flights. 


As 
they 
acquire 
experi­ 
ence, they may advance to 
jobs as first stewardess or 
purser, supervising steward­ 
ess, 
stewardess 
instructor, 
or r e c r u i t i n g represen­ 
tatives. 


Young women will have 
thousands 
of 
opportunities 
to get jobs as stewardesses 
each year in the immediate 
future and in the longer run 
Total employment will grow 
rapidly as the result of the 
surging increases in passen­ 
ger traffic. 


Thousands of girls apply 
for this type of work each 
year, but despite the large 
number of applicants, the 
airlines find it difficult to 
obtain enough young women 
who can 
meet 
their 
high 
standards of attractiveness, 
personality and intelligence 


On 
jet 
flights, 
steward­ 
esses with up to two years’ 
experience 
can 
expect 
to 
earn $413 to $475 a month, 
hast'd upon 80 hours of flight 


time. 
Those 
with 
two 
or 
more years’ experience earn 
$475 to $567. Those on piston 
plane flights earn about $30 
less. 
All 
stewardesses 
on 
domestic f l i g h t s average 
about $460 a month in earn­ 
ings, compared with about 
$555 for those on internation­ 
al flights. 


But 
remember, 
however 
glamorous and exciting, the 
work can be strenuous and 
trying.

A Better Way 


To Reach Slam

WASHINGTON 
(U PI)—They 
say it’s a law of (political) 
nature that no federal agency 
ever gives up anything it can 
gets its hands on... Not without 
prolonged screaming, anyway. 
If that is true, the Atomic 
Energy Commission (AEC) lias 
been violating the law; it has 
given back to the U.S. Treasury 
nearly 14,700 tons of silver. It 
was in some instances physical­ 
ly hard to do, but the AEC did 
it, without screaming. 
The most 
recent 
return 
involved more than 2,14 5 tons of 
silver worth about $124 million. 
Back in World War II silver 
became 
more precious than 
ever because it has the highest 
electrical conductivity of any 
natural substance. Copper was 
scarce as a result of wartime 
demands. 
So the Manhattan District, the 
AEC’s wartime 
predecessor, 
went to the Treasury for silver. 
The 
silver 
was 
used 
in 
electrical conductors at Gak 
Ridge, Tenn., as part of an 
electromagnetic 
process 
for 
separation of fissionable Ura­ 
nium-235 from non-fissionable 
uranium. 
Eventually, 
tins 
way 
of 
separating U-235 was abandon­ 
ed in favor of the gaseous dif­ 
fusion process now employed on 
a grand scale at Oak Ridge; 
Portsmouth, Ohio, and Padu­ 
cah, Ky. 
In the meantime, silver was 
put 
to 
work in the atomic 
project 
where its 
purposes 
included 
the 
coils 
of 
huge 
magnets, which normally would 
have required copper, a usually 
cheaper metal. 
The first shipment of silver 
bullion 
was made from the 
Treasurys West Point Deposito­ 
ry in October, 1942. The silver 


bars were recast and rolled into 
long thin strips which wound up 
in magnets a hundred times 
larger than any previously built. 
These 
magnets 
were 
so 
powerful that their pull on the 
nails in workers shoes made 
walking difficult. They tended to 
snatch wrenches from workers’ 
hands, so it was necessary to 
develop nonmagnetic tool kits. 


The magnets were the hearts 
of devices 
called calutrons. 
Long after mass production of 
bomb stuff was turned over to 
other processes, calutrons and 
their great 
magnetic 
fields, 
created by electricity surging 
through silver 
coils, did fine 
service as producers of high 
purity forms of various elemen­ 
tal materials. 
To recover the Treasury’s 
silver from the calutrons was 
tough. It 
involved 
unwinding 
miles 
of 
silver ribbon coils 
worth about $140 a foot. 
Somebody in the AEC fig­ 
ured out that all the silver bor­ 
rowed from the Treasury, if 
cast into dollars stood upright, 
would stretch from New York 
to Chicago. 
Anyway, the AEC is returning 
it all to the Treasury where it 
again will become part of the 
“ national 
defense stockpile” 
for future use, if occasion de­ 
mands, 
in electrical conduc­ 
tors. It will not be turned into 
coins.

Roth 
three-club r e s p o n s e to a 
major-suit opening to show 
four trumps and 13 to 15 
points in support. 
Second 
is the theory of 
distribution which is that any 
time your partner fits one of 
your two suits, he is not go­ 
ing to show up with more 
than two cards in the other 
one. 
Thus they recommend a 
Blackwood four no-t r u m p 
with the 
South 
hand, 
fol­ 
lowed by a jump to seven 
s p a d e s .

North’s four spades include 
both the queen and jack, and 
he has only two hearts. 
We would prefer to have 
more information before we 
tried a grand slam and this 


particular hand is ideal for 
the .Jacoby methods. 
In 
our 
bidding. 
N o r t h 
would respond two no-trump. 
This is the Jacoby two no- 
trump which forces to the 
spade game and shows the 
same minimum as the Roth- 
Rubens three clubs. South 
rebids three clubs showing a 
singleton in that suit. North 
bids three diamonds showing 
both that ace and some de­ 
sire to get to six. South con­ 
tinues with three hearts to 
show that ace. North’s four 
clubs shows the last ace and 
South bids four hearts to 
show the king of that suit. 
This gives North a chance 
to jump to either a slightly 
conservative five spades or 
a 
slightly 
aggressive 
six 
spades. 
In either instance 
South can well afford to go 
to the grand slam and feel 
certain of finding the right 
cards in dummy.

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The secret meeting 


The five elected members of the Lompoc City Council met 
Tuesday night to decide among themselves who was to be mayor 
of the city for the coming 12 months. Prior to conducting the 
election, the five members unanimously voted to meet in secret 
to discuss the matter. 
The secret meeting was ruled “perfectly legal” by City At­ 
torney James Longtin in answer to a question by City Council­ 
man Art Scott. The press took exception to the ruling arguing 
that it appeared to violate the State’s Brown Act (open meet­ 
ing law). Despite the press criticism, the City Council 
members entered their secret session with the understanding 
that what they were doing was legal. On this basis, the five 
members could not be cited nor criticized. But the wisdom and 
morality of their action leave considerable room for debate. 


The five Council members are accorded the right to vote by 
written secret ballot, a process which allows for dissent with­ 
out personal embarrassment or coercion. The fact that a sec­ 
ret meeting was apparently necessary to discuss the various 
candidates leads many citizens to speculate on the subject 
matter. 
All citizens view government behind closed doors with a 
jaundiced eye and well they should. While such meetings may 
be legal, they hardly demonstrate the democratic process which 
allows and invites the citizenry to be an integral part of the 
government which controls and regulates him. 
We oppose secret government meetings in all but the most 
extreme 
cases. Government before the people is much pre­ 
ferred to government behind close doors. 


Mirage or reform? 


State Senator John G. Schmitz has probably worked as con­ 
sistently as anyone in California to reduce the cost of state 
government. The other day he took exception to school opposi­ 
tion to a bill he is sponsoring which would require the public 
to vote on so-called tax overrides requested to maintain a stan­ 
dard of education in a local district not otherwise achievable. 
About two years ago the legislature voted to abolish the re­ 
quirement that tax overrides be subject to popular vote. 
Senator Schmitz’ contention is that tax reform as proposed 
so far this year is more mirage than fact. He says that in the 
five years he has been in Sacramento he has “ yet to see a 'tax 
reform’ that actually reduced the overall burden in any major 
group of taxpayers, or even held it steady.” The point would 
appear to be somewhat afield from the tax override bill the 
Senator is supporting, but in reality the philosophy inherent 
in the two subjects is similar and in fact the Senator and the 
“education lobby” with which he finds fault for opposing the 
bill have much the same goal. 
To get any perspective on the subject it must be recalled 
that the last major tax reform measure to be enacted in Cali-

fornia was in the early 1930’s. 
The measure was called the 
Reilly-Stewart Act, and its purpose was to institute a state 
sales tax and, for all practical purposes to establish a formu­ 
la whereby public schools would be financed about 50 per cent 
out of state sales tax revenues and 50 per cent out of local prop­ 
erty taxes. Almost immediately thereafter, however, the state, 
faced with problems of growth and later of constant inflation, 
began shrugging off more and more of its share of school fi­ 
nancing, forcing local districts to pick up a greater portion 
of the tab. In 1952 the teachers took an initiative measure 
to the voters which re-established a rough 50-50 sharing of 
school costs, but in a year or two the local taxpayer was get­ 
ting it in the neck again. 


What Senator Schmitz and the teachers might do in concert 
would be to work for meaningful tax reform, not the mirage 
the Senator correctly fears, and require the state to maintain 
a level of support for schools which would approximate 50 
per cent of the load. On that basis the local property taxpayer 
could get relief.

JACKSON, Miss. (NEA) 
Gov. John Bell Williams' “ regulars” 
and the nationally recognized “ loyalist” 
Democrats are moving toward an early 
collision— with the courts the likely 
arena of battle. 
The Williams wing is unquestionably 
the most estranged element of the Dem­ 
ocratic party in the entire United States. 
Yet the loyalists candidly acknowledge 
that he and Mississippi’s two senators, 
James Eastland and John Stennis, “ still 
call the shots” in the state. 
The loyalist leaders, Negroes Charles 
Evers and Aaron Henry, do not intend, 
however, that this supremacy shall go 
unchallenged for long. 
There can be an early court test to 
decide which group is entitled to bear 
the label “ Democratic.” The loyalists 
are eager for it, and Williams says 
he wants it, too. 
But if that issue 
somehow 
is 
not 
dealt 
with quickly, 
the clash will surely 
come no later than 
next spring. 
Stennis seeks re- 
election in 1970. In 
Mississippi, such a 
candidate (the same 
goes for U.S. House 
candidates) 
must 
“qualify” before the 
state’s party executive committee. The 
question this time will be: Which one? 
Henry as state chairman heads the 
loyalist committee. Williams named his 
own under leadership of Leon Bram- 
lett, Clarksdale. 
Evers says flatly that if Stennis tries 
to “ qualify” with the Williams committ­ 
ee, the loyalist will go to court im­ 
mediately to bar him from running as 
a Democrat. The five congressional can­ 
didates would be similarity tested if 
they took that course. 
The matter is not an easy one for 
Stennis to resolve. The word here is that 
he has been having talks about it with 
Democratic 
National Chairman, Fred 
Harris. The latter, indeed, is trying to 
straighten out the whole Mississippi 
mess so a 1972 Democratic president­ 
ial nominee will have some hope of 
carrying the state. Hubert Humphrey 
drew just 23 per cent of its 1968 vote 
total r 
Right now the two contending factors 
are miles apart. Williams in an earlier 
interview said he and his supporters 
would not compromise, that the nat­ 
ional party has “ forced Mississippi to 
be an island unto itself.” 
Evers, speaking for the loyalists’ view 
of the regulars, says: 
“ We’re going after them . . . We’re 
going to take it (power) from them 
legally and politically.”

The loyalists’ problem, aside from 
the special roadblocks thrown up by 
Williams, is the thinnest of their white 
support. There is some, including pros­ 
perous planters Oscar and Andrew Carr 
of Clarksdale and young Hodding Carter 
111, Greenville editor and publisher. But 
the numbers are relatively few. 
One big hand-up, expressed often in 
private by Mississippians anxious for 
some sort of accommodation, is the 
fact that Evers and Henry are also 
top state leaders of the NAACP. It 
is argued that this gives the loyal­ 
ist leadership a “civil rights” cast 
which inevitably makes it difficult to 
win more white support. 
Some white loyalists think it was a 
mistake to name both Evers and Henry 
to top party positions, and that pros­ 
pects of gaining white recruits would 
have been brighter with a white state 
chairman sharing authority with Evers,

the national committeeman. 
Evers rejects the notion that the 
leadership is weighted too heavily black 
and that its concurrent civil rights ac­ 
tivity is a bar: 
“ They’re not the Democrats if they’re 
not willing to come in.” 
One Mississippi observer believes that 
the issue cannot begin to be settled until 
some potent elected white public off­ 
icial, like Stennis or perhaps Lt. Gov. 
Charles Sullivan, the present favorite 
to succeed Williams in 1971, moves to­ 
ward the loyalists. 


At the same time, it is contended that 
such a move would prove fruitless, if 
it did not pull large numbers of pres­ 
ently unsympathetic whites along. For 
that to happen, it is said, the Evers- 
Henry faction must be receptive to 
many who still may be segregationist 
in outlook.
